DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 
Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Line 2: "lest"; should be -least-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Adachi et 
al. (US Patent Application Publication 2002/0180347; hereinafter Adachi). 

Re claim 1 : Adachi discloses an organic light-emitting device, comprising: 

• a first electro-conductive layer (anode; paragraph 14, line 2); 

• a plurality of emitters (2 nd HTL, 1 st ETL; paragraph 13, lines 9-1 1 ), 
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o wherein a first emitter is provided on the top surface of the first 
electro-conductive layer, and the other emitters are stacked up on 
the top surface of the first emitter in turn, until the last Nth emitter; 
and 

• a second electro-conductive layer (cathode, paragraph 14, line 7), 
provided on the top surface of the Nth emitter, a supplied voltage 
connectedly provided between the first and second electro-conductive 
layers. 

Re claim 2: Adachi discloses the emitters are emitting layers (paragraph 13, 
lines 9-11). 

Re claim 3: Adachi discloses the emitters are further selected from the group 
consisting of a hole injection layer, a hole transport layer, electron transport layer, 
electron injecting layer and the combination thereof (paragraph 13, lines 9-11). 

Re claim 4: Adachi discloses each of the emitters is allowed for projecting a 
colorful light source (paragraph 13, lines 10-11). 

Re claim 5: Adachi discloses the colorful light sources projected by each of the 
emitters are presented as the same color (paragraph 13, lines 12-14). 
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Re claim 6: Adachi discloses the colorful light sources projected by each of the 
emitters are individually presented as a color selected from the group consisting of red, 
blue, green and the combination thereof (paragraph 34, line 5). 

Re claim 7: Adachi further discloses an organic light emitting device comprising 
a transparent substrate (paragraph 14, line 2) provided at the bottom surface of the first 
electro-conductive layer. 

Re claim 8: Adachi discloses each of the emitters further comprising at least one 
dopant (paragraph 13, lines 9-11) optionally provided therein. 

Re claim 9: Adachi discloses the dopant is selected from the group consisting of 
a fluorescent substance, a phosphorescent substance and the combination thereof 
(paragraph 13, lines 9-11).
